tliere is also his clear irrationality I believe cannot be entirely unkno^m to you, so 
who can tell.

gside from other quite serious medical conditions what I tell you above means that 
the merest push can kill me^ And ^ know your author to be capable of violence. 

I do not know whether when you decided to publish what you cannot have submitted 
to any competent peer review, notr asked me anything at all about, you cinsidered what 
those of us you clearly indicate you know are going to be severely damaged by your 
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pubUcation will or may do to protect ourselves from those charges that I assure you 
without any qualifications at percent fictitious and made up out of 

at T as they relate to me and ^"rom what^ knovi of the others • With them I have ha^Jse 

or contact, despitej^wliat is reflected in ^ly's letters and froi^l he says is 

in the boo^you are about to publish. 

Have you adked i'^uiself wliat I should do? ^hould I be silent and give them validity 
thereby? Or should I respond and with the response I can make perhaps ruin your book and 
his reputation?

I am, I believe, an innocent party this situation for which I also believe you 
are responsible# 

Do not misunderstand this to bo any kind of threat# I have never lived that way# My 

only acts of violence in 80 years were as a soldier in World V/ar II# ^ was a c4ndian pro-

bably before you were bom and I cannot remember ever making a direct threat# Perhaps the 
FBI took somo of POIA affidavits that way when I alleged and prove) its perjury but there 
was nothing I could do other than make the record and it was no threat. 

If I wanted to 1» I cannot threaten you in any way. I am not up to a lawsuit although 
I am without doubt tliat the malice line has been ogfssed repeatedly and not ir/it^ me alone. 
I can walk a single flight of stairs only with difficulty and ccyvtjiderable fatigue. I may 
not lift morr. than 15 pounds. There is no threat I can or do make. 

A.S you can see, I cannot even face the typewriter when I type because ^ must keep 
my leg/elevated when I am not vialldLng. I can walk slowly for about five minutes. 
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U am not threatening you but I am informing you. Is the lawyer word making you 
v/itting? There are others. I have not spoken to them. ^ do not know wliat they will do, 
if anytliingi* I do know that^one wlio lias road the book has counselled another to get a 
good lawyer, ^arsay, of course, but I believe it from the Harry's letters I have and 
v/hat ^ know he has said that was recc^ded on answering machines. 

Because you have not dono v/liat ^ believe personal and professional responsibility 
required, made an effort to learn the truth, I tell you a few things you would have 
learned. 

^es, I kno\f Harry says he submitted each chapter to others to read but those others 
are his fans and are as ignoroiljl of the fact of the subject and his accusations as he ms.'

chief of security, Haul Rothermel, Jr* V/lien phoned Rotliermel from Garrison's office 
he told me there would be a ticket awaiting me, a cliauffaur at the statute of the Texas 
ranger at iovo field and a paid-for hotel room# I accepted the ticket instead of ^aiv 
rison paying for it and not aiaother single thing* Not even a paperclip# LAteir, after

None can be visualized on the left side 
of the brain and none below a horizontal plane through the floor 
of the anterior fossa of the skull. 

On one of the lateral films of the skull il^2) , a hole 
measuring approximately 8 ran. In diameter on the outer surface of 
the skull and as much as 20 naa. on the Internal surface can be seen 
In profile approximately 100 mm. above the external occipital 
protuberance. The bone of the lower edge of the bole Is depressed. 
Also there la, embedded In the outer table of the skull close to 
the lower edge of the hole, a large roeballlc fragment which on the • 
antero-poaterlor film (#1) lies 25 mm. to the right of the mldllne. 
This fragment as seen In the latter film Is round and measures

The metallic fragments vlau^llzed within the right cerebral 
hemisphere fall Into two groups. One group consists of relatively 
large fragments, more or less randomly distributed. The second 
group consists of finely divided fragments, distributed In a 
postero-anterlor direction In a region 45 mm. long and 8 mm. wide. 

As seen on lateral film #2 this formation overlies the position of 
the coronal suture; Its long axis extended posteriorly passes 
through the above->mentlo7ied hole. It appears to end • anteriorly 
immediately below the badly fragmented frontal and parietal bones 
Just anterior to the region of the coronal suture. 



Bare we learn that the entrance wound In the head, never measured by the autopsy doctors 
who preferred to locate it caerely as “allghtly above” the occipital protuberance, was 
actually JOfi above that point.
